^cialist  as  an  editor,  translator  and  compilor 
/liturgy,  he  has  been  instrumental  in  the  work 
of  the  committee  which  produced  new  editions 
of  the  Weekday  Prayer  Book  and  of  the  Selihot 
service;  the  new  Haggadah,  The  Feast  of 
Freedom;  our  new  prayerbook,  Siddur  Sim 
Shalom;  and  the  Rabbinical  Assembly  Mahzor 
for  Rosh  Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur. 

The  Rabbinical  Assembly  has  published  his 
edition  of  prayers  for  a  house  of  mourning,  The 
Bond  of  Life,  and  Yearnings  and  Yearnings  II, 
prayer  and  meditations  to  supplement  High  Ho¬ 
ly  Day  services. 

His  interests  have  also  extended  to  editing 
children’s  textbooks,  the  writings  of  modern 
Hebrew  writers,  articles  for  Jewish  art  exhibit 
catalogues,  ecumenical  journals,  film  and 
television. 

What  a  rare  opportunity  to  gain  insight  into 
liturgy  known  only  by  rote,  taught  by  a  master 
teacher  and  in  time  for  the  High  Holy  Day 
season.

Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
Has  A  New  Organ 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  has  a  new  organ, 
replacing  the  original  organ,  now  beyond  repair, 
which  was  built  into  the  Sanctuary  building  when 
it  was  constructed  in  1926  . 

The  new  organ  is  a  digital  computer  organ, 
custom  built  by  the  Allen  Organ  Company,  which 
has  installed  digital  computer  organs  in 
synagogues,  churches  and  concert  halls  world¬ 
wide,  including  the  Mann  Auditorium  in  Tel 
Aviv. 

In  collaboration  with  Neil  Robinson,  our 
organist,  and  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz,  the  new 
organ  has  been  designed  to  meet  the  specific 
needs  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  as  well  as  for 
the  interpretation  of  all  schools  of  organ  literature 
and  the  accompaniment  of  great  choral  works. 

Some  of  the  custom  features  are  a  large  varie¬ 
ty  of  soft  string  stops,  solo  voices  that  add  ver¬ 
satility  for  weekly  services,  and  an  Orchestral 
Harp  Stop  designed  for  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
Also,  an  Antiphonal  Organ  division  is  provided 
in  the  dome  of  the  sanctuary  and  a  Festival 
Trumpet  may  be  used  for  occasions  demanding 
fanfares  and  flourishes. 

The  technology  employed  in  building  the 
digital  computer  tone  generation  system  is  a  result 
of  knowledge  acquired  in  the  Apollo  Space  Pro¬ 
gram.  The  construction  concept,  known  as  large- 
scale  integrations  (LSI),  uses  MOS  chips  that 
shrink  thousands  of  individual  components  into 
a  single  package  less  than  the  size  of  a  dime. 

The  advantages  of  the  Allen  Digital  Computer 
Organ  go  beyond  its  tonal  benefits.  Expensive 
periodic  tuning  maintenance  is  eliminated.  The

Lamed 

At  times  one  is  prone  to  wax  nostalgic  — this 
is  one  of  those  times.  Why  the  nostalgia?  For  a 
very  simple  reason.  This  is  my  thirtieth  Rosh 
Hashanah  with  you.  Permit  me  a  bit  of  playful 
interpretation  of  the  number  30. 

As  you  know,  each  Hebrew  letter  has  a 
numerical  equivalent.  The  letter  for  30  is  Lamed. 
As  you  also  know,  each  Hebrew  verb  root  has 
three  letters  and  the  letters  for  “study”  are  lamed, 
mem  and  dated,  the  same  letters  that  spell  Lamed. 

As  I  look  back  over  these  almost  30  years,  I 
am  encouraged  by  the  thought  that  we  have  spent 
these  years  in  trying  to  learn  and  to  study 
together.  Our  synagogue  serves  so  many  different 
functions  —  a  place  to  pray,  a  meeting  place,  a 
place  that  we  like  to  call  our  home  away  from 
home.  But  it  seems  to  me  that  learning  is  at  the 
root  of  all  of  our  activities.  We  have  spent  our 
years  trying  to  delve  a  little  more  deeply  into  the 
reservoir  of  living  waters  that  is  Judaism.  This 
has  been  a  joint  enterprise.  For  my  part  I  have 
always  tried  to  interpret  the  meaning  of  all  that 
we  think  and  do  through  the  great  wisdom  and 
vigor  of  our  tradition.  But  it  has  not  been  a  one 
way  street.  As  much  as  I  have  tried  to  teach,  I 
have  learned  even  more  from  you,  my  friends. 
I  have  learned  about  commitment,  about  loyalty 
and  about  devotion  to  a  great  institution.  We  have 
been  through  so  much  together.  But  most  of  all, 
we  have  learned,  we  have  studied  and  we  shall 
continue  to  do  so.  That  is  the  highest  purpose  of 
our  synagogue  —  to  make  learning  an  ongoing 
and  neverending  process. 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind,  my  family  and 
I  wish  you  and  yours  a  year  of  great  happiness 
in  a  world  of  peace.

pitch  of  the  organ  can  be  adjusted  quickly  and 
easily.  Regulation  —  the  volume  and  tonal  rela¬ 
tionships  between  notes  remains  even  and  cor¬ 
rect  at  all  times.  The  technology  makes  possible 
a  transposing  device  that  instantly  shifts  the  pitch 
of  the  entire  organ  up  or  down  chromatically 
through  the  12  keys  at  the  turn  of  a  knob. 

The  congregation  can  look  forward  to  the  en¬ 
joyment  the  new  organ  will  provide  for  many, 
many  years  to  come.

Philip  Swartz 

Phil  Swartz  is  honored  by  the  congregation  for 
his  many  years  of  devotion  to  the  well-being  of 
his  shut. 

Known  to  congregants  as  the  guiding  light 
behind  the  Minyan  Project,  it  is  he  who  makes 
sure  that  there  is  a  minyan  every  day  at  5:45  p.  m . 
in  the  Appleman  Chapel,  leading  most  of  the  ser¬ 
vices  himself  throughout  the  year. 

A  member  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  for  more 
than  35  years,  he  serves  on  the  Ritual  Commit¬ 
tee,  the  Advisory  Council  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  as  an  usher  during  the  High  Holy 
Days  and  on  Shabbat. 

Mr.  Swartz  was  born  and  raised  in  Taunton, 
Massachusetts.  He  graduated  from  the  Bradford 
Durfee  Textile  Institute  as  a  textile  chemist.  He 
worked  for  a  number  of  textile  and  chemical 
firms,  including  one  in  Kingston,  New  York, 
where  he  met  his  wife,  Hilda.

Hanna  Lyttle  is  honored  as  Kallah  Mafteret  for 
her  service  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  and  to  the 
Jewish  community. 

As  the  immediate  past  president  of  Sisterhood, 
Mrs.  Lyttle,  with  great  energy  and  creativity, 


concentrated  on  program,  bringing  to  the 
synagogue  speakers  of  note:  Mayor  Ed  Koch, 
Ambassador  Jeane  Kirkpatrick  and  author  Joan 
Peters,  to  name  just  a  few. 

Mrs.  Lyttle  is  proud  of  the  firm  roots  her  family 
planted  as  committed  and  affiliated  Jews.  Her 
maternal  grandparents,  Zionists,  made  several 
voyages  to  Palestine  in  the  early  1900s  and  her 
paternal  grandfather,  with  whom  she  was  very 
close,  made  aliyah  at  the  age  of  80  in  the  mid¬ 
thirties  and  was  buried,  nine  years  later,  in  the 
Mount  of  Olives  Cemetery.  Her  great-uncle.  Max 
Lowenstein,  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  and  became  its  second  presi¬ 
dent  in  1902.  Her  aunts  attended  Sunday  School 
at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  and  her  husband,  the 
late  Harry  David  Lyttle,  and  his  family  were 
members  of  our  synagogue  for  many  years. 

She,  herself,  has  given  much  time  to  Jewish 
causes  throughout  her  adult  life.  A  founder  and 
president  of  the  Gracie  Square  Chapter  of  B’nai 
B’rith  Women  for  five  years,  she  went  on  to  serve 
on  the  New  York  Regional  Board  of  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  of  B’nai  B’rith  for  four  years.

As  the  president  of  Sisterhood,  she  became 
familiar  with  the  work  of  the  Women’s  League 
for  Conservative  Judaism,  the  umbrella  organiza¬ 
tion  serving  the  Conservative  Sisterhoods  nation¬ 
wide.  She  has  just  been  elected  to  the  National 
Board  to  serve  a  two  year  term. 

Mrs.  Lyttle  received  her  B.A.  degree  from 
Hunter  College,  majoring  in  French  and  English, 
and  her  Masters  degree  from  Columbia  Univer¬ 
sity  in  Speech  and  Drama.

He  has  served  on  numerous  boards  in  the 
philanthropic,  academic  and  public  sectors  and 
has  had  articles  published  in  many  publications 
including  the  Journal  of  Jewish  Communal  Ser¬ 
vices,  the  Encyclopedia  of  Social  Work,  the 
American  Jewish  Yearbook,  and  the  Social  Work 
Yearbook.
